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Part III DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-43 are currently pending. 

Restriction Requirement 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-6,22-27,32-38, drawn to first method and system for spatially 
profiling proteins, classified in class 703, subclass 12. 

II. Claims 7-18,28-32, 38-43, drawn to second method and system for 
spatially profiling proteins, classified in class 703, subclass 12. 

III. Claims 19-21, drawn to third method for spatially profiling proteins, 
classified in class 703, subclass 12. 

Where inventions are related as disclosed but are distinct as claimed, restriction 
may be proper. (MPEP 806). The inventions are distinct, each from the other because 
of the following reasons: 

The inventions of Groups l-IM are drawn to independent and/or patentably 
distinct methods which have different steps and modes of operation: method of 
Group I does not require detecting centroid of protein and detecting distances therefor 
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as required for Groups II, III. Method of Group III requires step calculating moments 
of hydrophobicity distribution not required for Groups 1,11. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the response to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143). 

Species Requirement
